DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for indicating the allowance of claims 1 -1 7 is because the 
cited prior art does not teach a diagnostic device for generating a characteristic 
impedance for an electrical winding having an input terminal and an output terminal that 
includes a processing means for calculating the characteristic impedance with the digital 
signals and the parameters of the electrical signals corresponding to one frequency, 
based on a transmission line model of the electhcal winding. 

The primary reason for indicating the allowance of claims 18-28 is because the 
cited prior art does not teach a method for determining a characteristic impedance that 
includes calculating the characteristic impedance based on a transmission line model of 
the electrical winding with the input signal data and the output signal data corresponding 
to one frequency. 

The primary reason for indicating the allowance of claims 29-35 is because the 
prior art does not teach a method for assessing a condition of an electrical winding that 
includes calculating an approximate winding displacement from the difference between 
the current characteristic impedance and the base characteristic impedance.
